the  assemblage  for  inviting  him  to 
participate  in  this  historic  event  in  the 
life  of  this  congregation.

He  stated  that  “there  is  prophecy 
here”;  and  he  marvelled  at  the  strength 
of  religion  and  religious  commitment 
which  enabled  the  survivors  of  the 
Holocaust  generation  to  continue  to 
build  school  buildings  so  that  school 
children  could  learn  of  their  heritage. 

And,  finally,  he  used  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  unequivocally  state  his 
support  for  the  State  of  Israel  in  its 
struggle  for  survival  and  integrity. 

Rabbi  Nadich  Announces 
A  Living  Memorial 

Rabbi  Nadich  announced  that  the

THE  ART  OF  EXPRESSING 
SYMPATHY 

So  many  of  us  consider  ourselves 
articulate  and  sophisticated  children 
of  the  modern  age.  We  move  among 
people  constantly,  and  are  in  the 
mainstream  of  an  active,  social  life. 
Yet,  there  is  one  area  of  the  human 
experience  where  so  many  of  us  find 
ourselves  either  speechless,  or  clumsy, 
or,  at  least,  embarrassed.  That  is  the 
area  of  knowing  how  to  visit  and 
comfort  the  bereaved. 

In  the  face  of  death,  a  fact  of  life 
which  none  can  escape  and  which 
remains  the  ultimate  mystery,  we  find 
ourselves  not  knowing  what  to  say  or 
do.  All  of  us  are  all  too  familiar  with 
the  house  of  mourning  which  is  teem¬ 
ing  with  people  and  noise,  with  un¬ 
opened  fruit  baskets  and  open  bars, 
where  people  talk  about  everything 
except  the  one  reason  for  which  they 
are  there. 

And  here  our  Tradition  steps  in  and 
gives  us  a  wise  and  human  guide  to 
the  perplexed.  The  whole  concept  of 
the  week  of  shivah  is  one  that  serves 
an  indispensable  purpose.  It  gives 
family  and  friends  an  opportunity  to 
share  the  pain  of  those  who  are 
bereaved.  It  gives  the  mourners  a 
week  in  which  to  speak,  think,  and 
talk  about  their  loved  one.  And  per¬ 
haps  most  important  of  all,  it  is  a 
bridge  from  the  world  of  private 
tragedy  and  loss  to  the  public  arena 
of  life  once  again. 

Recognizing  the  wisdom  of  our 
Tradition,  I  would  venture  to  make 
the  following  observations  about  be¬ 
havior  which  should  be  avoided  and 
how  best  to  help  those  in  need  of  our 
help.  A  shivah  call  is  not  a  social 
event.  You  have  come  to  comfort, 
not  to  be  entertained.  It  is  not  a  place 
to  drop  into  on  the  way  to  a  meeting 
or  a  movie,  nor  is  it  an  occasion  to 


get  overly  dressed  up  in  one’s  gayest 
and  most  colorful  outfit.  Remember 
that  those  in  mourning  are  at  that  time 
detached  from  the  world  and  it  is  an 
affront  to  their  mourning  to  appear 
in  your  finery  and  jewels,  and  letting 
them  know  you  are  on  the  way  to 
the  opera. 

Remember  too  that  when  you  step 
into  the  house  of  mourning  you  are 
not  there  to  take  their  minds  off  their 
tragedy  by  launching  into  an  animated 
conversation  about  the  latest  world 
events.  Actually  you  are  there  not 
to  talk,  but  to  listen.  This  is  the 
mourners'  time  to  think  and  talk  about 
their  loved  one,  to  reminisce,  to  go 
back  in  time,  to  express  their  grief 
and  even  to  weep.  Ecclesiastes  tells 
us,  “To  everything  there  is  a  season 
...  A  time  to  be  born,  and  a  time  to 
die  ...  A  time  to  weep,  and  a  time  to 
laugh  ...  A  time  to  mourn,  and  a  time 
to  dance  ...”  This  is  the  time  to  weep 
and  the  time  to  mourn,  and  this  also 
is  the  time  for  a  friend  to  lend  an 
outstretched  hand  and  a  listening  ear. 
This  is  the  time  for  friends  to  attend 
to  the  mourners’  needs,  to  prepare 
their  meals  and  smooth  the  way  for 
them.  It  is  not  the  time  to  tell  them 
about  your  tragedy  which  was  greater, 
and  your  pain  which  was  worse.  Your 
sympathy  need  not  be  expressed  as 
much  as  it  needs  to  be  felt.  No  won¬ 
der  nihum  avelim,  comforting  the  be¬ 
reaved,  is  so  important  a  mitzvah  in 
Judaism.  It  is  in  sharing  the  common 
human  destiny  that  we  can  truly  show 
how  humane  we  are.

Leaders  of  the  congregation  who 
were  instrumental  in  spearheading 
the  Building  Fund  Campaign  were 
honored  and  requested  to  light  a 
candle  in  the  large  menorah  on  the 
Bimah.  Nathaniel  H.  Usdan  lit  the 
first  candle  for  his  father-in-law, 
Samuel  Lemberg,  who  served  as  co- 
chairman  of  Phase  I,  a  campaign 
which  raised  the  first  million  dollars. 
The  second  candle  was  lit  by  Dr. 
Seymour  Wimpfheimer,  an  Honorary 
President  of  the  Congregation  and 
representative  of  a  family  distin¬ 
guished  in  the  history  of  Park  Avenue 
/Synagogue.  Martin  Ginsberg  lit  the 
third  candle  for  his  grandfather, 
Lester  Martin,  whose  family  made  the 
initial  large  gift  to  the  Building  Fund. 


A  builder  who  gave  of  his  means 
and  his  time  in  the  planning  of  the 
physical  aspects  of  the  new  building, 
Robert  Olnick,  was  asked  to  light  the 
fourth  candle.
